Professor Says Communist 
Educators Ruin Student Lives 


WASHINGTON (/P) — A New 
York college professor testified to- 
day Commu nist edu cators have 
ru ined the lives of many you ng 
stu dents and shou ld 
be barred 
from the teaching profession. 
The testimony came from Dr. 
William H. Withers, a professor of 
Qu eens College, at a pu blic hear­ 
ing before the Senate Internal Se­ 
cu rity su bcommittee. 
In swift su ccession, then, two 
other New York school men re­ 
fu sed on grou nds of possible self­ 
incrimination to say whether they 
are Commu nists, or were Commu ­ 
nists when they swore in 1941 that 
they were not. 
These two witnesses, Elton T. 
Gu stafson, tennis coach and phy­ 
sical instru ctor at Brook lyn c ol­ 
lege, and Mu rray You ng, an Eng­ 
lish instru ctor at Brook lyn College, 
both denou nced the su bcommit­ 
tee’s inqu iry into alleged Commu ­ 
nist infiltration of the edu cation­ 
al field. You ng called the grou p 
“an inqu isition ”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—As a

eral resources in the Ozarks re­ 
gion of the State can be made. 
To that end, Mr. Idol will confer 
with our State Geologist, Dr. Ed­ 
ward L. Clark of Rolla. 
Many observers believe Missouri 
has considerable undeveloped min­ 
eral deposits. 
More 
specific in­ 
formation is needed on such min­ 
eral deposits as iron and manganse, 
in order to interest the larger pro­ 
ducers. 
I received a 
letter last week 
from Mrs. Mary Goggins of Cen­ 
terville, in Reynolds County, urg­ 
ing this very type of survey. 
“Men have been too much con­ 
cerned with taking the riches off 
the top of the hills to look below 
for what may be there,” Mrs. 
Goggins wrote, urging a general 
geological survey of the Ozark 
Region.

At the State Highway Commis­ 
sion meeting held on Feb. 5, the 
matter of the location at or near 
Oran was re-opened and the fol­ 
lowing location was recommended 
to supersede the location previous­ 
ly designated: 
beginning on Route 55 at or 
near the section line between sec­

20, 
Township 28 
North, Range 13 East, thence west­ 
erly on or near the section line be­ 
tween Sections 17 and 20, 18 and 
19, Township 28 North, Range 13 
East; Sections 13 and 24, 14 and 23, 
15 and 22, 16 and 21, 17 and 20, 
18 and 19; Township 28 North, 
Range 12 East to an intersection 
with Route P in the vicinity of the 
northwest corner of Section 19. 
Any person wishing to voice ob­ 
jection to changing the location as 
outlined above should communi­ 
cate with M. S. Gwinn, Division 
Engineer, Sikeston, on or before 
Friday, March 6, 1953, for infor­ 
mation concerning procedure to 
obtain an opportunity to be heard 
by the Commission prior to final 
approval of the revised location. 


Autumn at Possum Trot 
Sun Shines, but Not 
Until Mid-Morning

As summer blends into autumn 
ther are a hundred signs of the 
changing season. Morning dawns 
misty and chill, with no sign of 
a sun and the dew falling audibly 
from the trees like rain. If there 
is no breeze it takes until mid­ 
morning for the fog to burn away, 
but finally patches of blue begin 
to show through the cottony layer 
of clouds and by noon the sun 
shines with a mellow warmth. It 
is, however, no weather for cur­ 
ing hay. We cut our field of Sudan 
grass 10 days ago, let it cure for 
a week before raking, and have 
turned it over every day since. 
It still isn’t properly dried, but 
we’re going to bale it tomorrow 
anyway. With the soybeans and 
millet we had an easier time, for 
we curned and baled them within 
five days, though we sacrificed a 
j third of their growth by cutting at 
! an early stage. 
September is a time of intense 
! activity in the insect world. Each 
morning we find the beautifully 
symmetrical webs of the garden 
spiders swung from the branches 
of the apple trees, with dew drops 


weighting down each strand. And 
| in the long grass are countless ’ 
! webs of the funnel-weavers, seem­ 
ingly built to no definite design, 
but each with an entrance tunnel 
where the owner lies in wait for 
j its prey. Out over the fields in 
the sunny warmth of the after­ 
noons dance myriads of tiny in­ 
sects which must hatch all at one 
1 time. Late the other evening I 
j watched a great band of dragon- 
I flies 
that doubtless 
found 
fine 
I hunting. They circled in bouncing 
| flight and shared the harvest with 
a 
half 
dozen 
kingbirds 
which 
swooped down at regular inter­ 
vals from the branches of a dead 
tree in the pasture. Finally they 
were joined by the nighthawks 
I that come by hundreds each eve- 
i ning at dusk, out of the granite 
“Shut-in” along Saline creek. 
I 
Killdeer have gathered in largt 
! flocks for their fall trip to the 
| southland and already the bands 
of migrating plover and sandpip­ 
ers are moving through. We sec 


j them in dozens at the pond or up 
on the high meadows, flying in 
formation 
and 
flashing 
silver 
against the sun as they circle and 


wheel. Nov., too, the brown Mon­ 
arch butterflies begin to congre­ 
gate for their drifting journey to 
warmer clime. W. ree them by 
hundreds and hundreds, floating 
along like wind-driven leaves and 
sometimes as high up in the air 
as the eye can follow them. This 
autumnal passage of the fragile­ 
winged Monarches which travel 
by millions all the way to the Gulf 
has always seemed to us one of 
the 
great 
marvels 
of 
nature. 
Whence comes the urge — the 
strength — the instinct — which 
calls this one species of butterfly 
together 
into 
great 
flocks 
and 
guides 
them 
southward 
across 
hundreds of miles of countryside? 
Twice, recently, we’ve seen deer 1 
crossing the back of the farm; once 
a doe and the other time a doe I 
with twin fawns. But seldom at 
this season does one glimpse the I 
bucks. 
September 
is 
what 
th e 1 
Osage Indians call the “Deer-Hid- j 
ing Moon” when the bucks take 
to the deepest thickets, polish the j 
velvet from their antlers, and make , 
rt ady for the contests of the rut- | 
ting season. The Osages, too, have 1 
a delightful tale of the spiders, 
which John Joseph M »tthews re­ 
lates in “Talking to the Moon.” 
A band of the Great Osage were 
traveling the roads of the earth, 
searching for a symbol, and one 
oy 
one 
the 
animals 
presented 
hen •elves, each vying for this 
honor. Thus they met the coyote, 


the skunk, the owl and all the 
rest, but none satisfied them. 
Finally there came a small black 
spider which had spun his web 
across the path, so that the leader 
of the Osage tribe walked into 
it and was for a moment blinded. 
The spider made his plea, but the 
Indians 
objected 
that 
he 
had 
neither strength like the buffalo, 
wings like the eagle nor grace 
like the panther. But the spider 
asked for a hearing and the Indians 
who were courteous, listened. 
“O Children of Earth,” he said, 
“you have come tar but now your 
travels are ended. Although I am 
a small black thing, yet you shall 
take me for your symbol. I have 
not the strength, courage or beauty 
you have talked about, but re­ 
member this: 
Wherever 
I go I 
build my house, and where I build 
my house, all things come to it.” 
So the spider became the sym- 
obl of the clans of the Great Osage 
and is tatooed in the backs of the 
hands of Osage women who are 
members of their secret society. 
Although the songbirds of sum­ 
mer are still with us, we hear 
little of the m. Only the Carolina 
wren and phoebe entertain us with 
their cheerful notes, and now then 
tine bobwhite calling from the gar­ 
den. But this is no longer the ring­ 
ing “bob-white” of July mornings; 
it is now the covey call which is 
not at all difficult to imitate though 
it cannot be translated easily into 


words. What we lack in 
at this season, however, 
made up by the choius 
sects that begins at dusk Ahd rises 
to fortissimo as darkness falls. 
There are crickets and katydids 
and beneath them, for orchestnd 
accompainmqnt, the gu i t o r a l 
“clack-clack-clack” of the meadow 
frogs. And now at night we hear 
the call of the barrel owl, which 
might come from a bird several, 
times as big, and less frequently 
the cat-like squall of the gYiit 
horned owl as it sweeps triuifi* 
phantly back to its roost in the big 
cedars on the granite bluffs with 
a 
rabbit 
or 
some other 
gem» 
clutched in its bloody claws. Fbr 
the horned owl is the hunter of 
the night, sweeping the meadows 
on powerful, silent pinoins and 
striking fear into the hearts of 
all small creatures of woodland 
and field.

BEPOBT FROM 
WASHINGTON 


Paul C. Jones, Representative in

As was indicated in this column 
last week, the House Ways and 
Means Committee has approved, 
21-4, a bill to reduce personal in­ 
come taxes a maximum of 5% per 
cent this year, with nine of the ten 
Democrats on the committee vot­ 
ing for the measure. The Admin­ 
istration leadership in the House 
still maintains 
that the budget 
should be balanced before any 
tax cuts are inaugurated, and now 
they are blaming the Democrats 
for approving in committee the 
tax reduction measure, despite the 
fact that Republicans are in con­ 
trol of the committee. 
Actually, many of the Demo­ 
crats, as well as the Republicans 
who voted for reducing personal 
income taxes, even before there is 
any evidence that the budget will 
be balanced, did so in view of the 
statement by Chairman Reed (R- 
N.Y.) that the excess profits tax 
which expires on June 30, “will 
not be continued . . . You can bank 
*)n that.” 


It appears that President Eisen­ 
hower and his Secretary of Agri­ 
culture are having a difficult time 
in getting together in the expres­ 
sion of their views on price sup­ 
ports. The President in his cam­ 
paign indicated that he favored 
price supports, yet last week made 
it clear that he was opposed to 
any extension of the present farm 
prioe 
supports 
Ibeyound their 
scheduled expiration in December, 
1954. Naturally, he like Secretary 
of Agriculture 
Benson 
can do 
nothing except abide by the pres­ 
ent law, which the new Secretary 
is pledged to administer. 
The new Secretary in many of 
his talks has left no doubts about 
his opposition to price supports. 
In reading an advance copy of 
his speech, scheduled to be de­ 
livered at Des Moines on Saturday, 
February 21, it would appear that 
in that 
address, he 
engages in 
quite a bit of “double talk.” In 
telling farmers that they should 
make full use of price supports, he 
also reminded Iowa farmers that 
while they can avail themselves 
of support loans on corn as late as 
May 31 at 90 per cent of parity, 
“an even more profitable way to 
sell corn is to feed it to hogs worth 
$20 per hunderdweight.” 
While the Secretary makes the 
flat statement, “I believe in price 
' supports,” throughout his address, 
he attempts to show why price 
supports do not offer any solution 
to our problem. While I agree with 
the Secretary of Agriculture that 
“Price supports are not in them­ 
selves adequate to keep agriculture 
strong,” I nevertheless recognize 
that as long as the American farm­ 
er continues to compete in a pro­ 
tected economy where other seg­ 
ments of labor and industry enjoy 
subsidies of any kind, that he is 
entitled to the protection afforded 
by price supports when he is call­ 
ed upon for full production.

To Mr. Jones this would have 
meant little; to a forester it said 
that the day would be warm and 
dry, with fairly strong southwest 
winds. That information would 
not have been surprising to Mr. 
Jones. Spring was in the air. 
To the man who gave the mess- 


age, and to the men who heard it 
throughout a small section of the 
Ozarks, it meant another thing: 
the fire danger was serioue and 
getting more so rapidly. 
Even if Mr. Jones had been lilt*- 
ening, and had appreciated fbO 
significance of the message, he 
would not have been able to visu­ 
alize the sequence of occurencea

Dulles Sees

Secretary of State 
Says Foreign, Defense 
Spending Can't Stop 


WASHINGTON (ZP)— Secretary 
of State Dulles was quoted as tell­ 
ing senators today that he sees 
nothing in the international pic­ 
ture to raise hope there can be 
drastic cutbacks in defense and 
foreign aid spending.

Autumn at Possum Trot 
Sun Shines, but Not 
Until Mid-Morning

As summer blends into autumn 
ther are a hundred signs of the 
changing season. Morning dawns 
misty and chill, with no sign of 
a sun and the dew falling audibly 
from the trees like rain. If there 
is no breeze it takes until mid­ 
morning for the fog to burn away, 
but finally patches of blue begin 
to show' through the cottony layer 
of clouds and by noon the sun 
shines with a mellow warmth. It 
is, however, no weather for cur­ 
ing hay. We cut our field of Sudan 
grass 10 days ago, let it cure for 
a week before raking, and have 
turned it over every day since. 
It still isn’t properly dried, but 
we’re going to bale it tomorrow 
anyway. With the soybeans and 
millet we had an easier time, for 
we curned and baled them within 
five days, though we sacrificed a 
third of their growth by cutting at 
an early stage. 
September is a time of intense 
activity in the insect world. Each 
morning we find the beautifully 
symmetrical webs of the garden 
spiders swung from the branches 
of the apple trees, with dew drops 


weighting down each strand. And 
in the long grass are countless 
webs of the funnel-weavers, seem­ 
ingly built to no definite design, 
but each with an entrance tunnel 
where the owner lies in wait for 
its prey. Out over the fields in 
the sunny warmth of the after­ 
noons dance myriads of tiny in­ 
sects which must hatch all at one 
time. Late the other evening I 
watched a great band of dragon­ 
flies 
that 
doubtless 
found 
fine 
hunting. They circled in bouncing 
flight and shared the harvest with 
a 
half 
dozen 
kingbirds 
which 
swooped down at regular inter­ 
vals from the branches of a dead 
tree in the pasture. Finally they 
were joined by the nighthawks 
that come by hundreds each eve­ 
ning at dusk, out of the granite 
“Shut-in” along Saline creek. 
Killdeer have gathered in large 
flocks for their fall trip to the 
southland and already the bands 
of migrating plover and sandpip­ 
ers are moving through. We sec 
them in dozens at the pond or up 
on the high meadows, flying in 
formation 
and 
flashing

against the sun as they circle and 


wheel. Now, too, the brown Mon­ 
arch butterflies begin to congre­ 
gate for their drifting journey to 
a warmer clime. We see them by 
hundreds and hundreds, floating 
along like wind-driven leaves and 
sometimes as high up in the air 
as the eye can follow them. This 
autumnal passage of the fragile- 
winged Monarches which travel 
by millions all the way to the Gulf 
has always seemed to us one of

marvels 
of 
nature. 
Whence comes the urge — the 
strength — the instinct —- which 
calls this one species of butterfly 
together 
into 
great 
flocks 
and 
guides 
them 
southward 
across 
hundreds of miles of countryside? 
Twice, recently, we’ve seen deer 
crossing the back of the farm; once 
a doe and the other time a doe 
with twin fawns. But seldom at 
this season does one glimpse the 
bucks. 
September 
is 
what 
the 
Osage Indians call the ''Deer-Hid­ 
ing Moon” when the bucks take 
to the deepest thickets, polish the 
velvet from their antlers, and make 
ready lor the contests of the ru t­ 
ting season. The Osages, too, have 
a delightful tale of the spiders, 
which John Joseph M atthews re­ 
lates in “Talking to the Moon.”

Autumn at Possum Trot 
Sun Shines, but Not 
Until Mid-Morning

As sum m er blends into autum n 
ther are a hundred signs of the 
changing season. M orning daw ns 
m isty and chill, with no sign of 
a sun and the dew falling audibly 
from the trees like rain. If there 
is no breeze it takes until m id­ 
m orning for the fog to burn aw ay, 
but finally patches of blue begin 
to show through the cottony layer 
of clouds and by noon the sun 
shines with a m ellow warm th.

We cut our field of Sudan 
grass IO d ay s ago, let it cure for 
a w eek before raking, and have 
turned it over every day since.

With the soybeans and 
m illet we had an easier time, for 
we curned and baled them within 
five days, though we sacrificed a 
third of their growth by cutting at 
an early stage. 
Septem ber is a time of intense 
activity in the insect world. Each 
m orning we find the beautifully 
sym m etrical w ebs of the garden 
spiders sw ung from the branches 
of the apple trees, with dew drops 


w eighting down each strand. And 
I in the long grass are countless 
I w ebs of the funnel-w eavers, seem - 
| ingly built to no definite design, 
I but each with an entrance tunnel 
; where the ow ner lies in w ait for 
its prey. Out over the fields in 
the sunny w arm th of the after­ 
noons dance m yriads of tiny in­ 
sects which m ust hatch all at one 
time. L ate the other evening I 
watched a great band of dragon­

against the sun as they circle and 


wheel. Now, too, the brown M on­ 
arch butterflies begin to congre­ 
gate for their drifting journey to 
a w arm er clim e. We see them by 
hundreds and hundreds, floating 
along like w ind-driven leaves and 
som etim es as high up in the air 
as the eye can follow them. This 
autum nal passage of the fragile­

has alw ays seem ed to us one of

As was indicated in this column 
last week, the House Ways and 
Means CommKttee has approved, 
21-4, a bill to reduce personal in­ 
come taxes a maximum of 5Vz per 
cent this year, with nine of the ten 
Democrats an the committee vot­ 
ing for the measure. The A dm in­ 
istration leadership in the House 
still maintains 
that the budget 
should 
be balanced before any 
tax cuts are inaugurated, and now 
they are blaming the Democrats 
for approving in committee the 
tax reduction measure, despite the 
fact that Republicans are in con­ 
trol of the committee. 
Actually, many of 
the 
Demo­ 
crats, as well as the Republicans 
who voted for reducing personal 
income taxes, even before there is 
any evidence that the budget will 
be balanced, did so in view of the 
statement by Chairman Reed (R-

which expires on June 30, “will 
not be continued . . . You can bank 
nn that.” 


SLEEPYHEAD! 


It appears that President Eisen­ 
hower and his Secretary of Agri­ 
culture are having a difficult time 
in getting together in the expres­ 
sion of their views on price sup­ 
ports. The President in his cam ­ 
paign indicated that he favored 
price supports, yet last week made 
it clear that he was opposed to 
any extension of the present farm 
prioe 
supports 
beyound 
their 
scheduled expiration in December, 
1954. Naturally, he like Secretary 
of Agriculture 
Benson 
can do 
nothing except abide by the pres­ 
ent law, which the new Secretary 
is pledged to administer. 
The new Secretary in many of 
his talks has left no doubts about 
his opposition to price supports. 
In reading an advance copy of 
his speech, scheduled to be de­ 
livered at Des Moines on Saturday, 
February 21, it would appear that 
in that 
address, he 
engages in 
quite a bit of “double talk.” In 
telling farmers that they should 
make full use of price supports, he 
also reminded Iowa farmers that 
while they can avail themselves 
of support loans on corn as late as 
May 31 at 90 per cent of parity, 
“an even more profitable way to 
sell corn is to feed it to hogs worth 
$20 per hunderdweight.” 
While the Secretary makes the 
flat statement, “I believe in price 
’ supports,” throughout his address, 
he attempts to show why price 
supports do not offer any solution 
to our problem. While I agree with 
the Secretary of Agriculture that 
“Price supports are not in them ­ 
selves adequate to keep agriculture 
strong,” I nevertheless recognize 
that as long as the American farm ­ 
er continues to compete in a pro­ 
tected economy where other seg­ 
ments of labor and industry enjoy 
subsidies of any kind, that he is 
entitled to the protection afforded 
by price supports when he is call­ 
ed upon for full production.

A pretty girl in the Power and 
Light Company office of a Cali­ 
fornia town and a griggled woods­ 
man in a pickup truck in Mas­ 
sachusetts, both hoard the mess­ 
age.

You’d better 
send in two crews. It’s spreading 
up the slope pretty fast.

picked it up before. Forest fire 
control in Missouri. Why does it 
come in way out here?” 
The radio technician looked up 
from his work bench. “Skip,” he 
answered laconically “Atmospheric 


conditions.” 
The man in Massachusetts grin­ 
ned. “Looks like the boys out west 
are beginning to catch the spring 
season,” he said to himself. 
The message from Jess to Sta­ 
tion Four was heard, too, over 
much of the Ozarks, where look­ 
outs in their towers, dispatchers 
in 
the district offices, forestry 
personnel in their jeeps and trucks 
turned their ears to the radio. Jess 
came in well in Missouri because 
he was flying in the fire observa­ 
tion plane at an altitude of 1,000 
feet.

United States, a phenomenon call­ 
ed “skip” by radio men.

When a fire happens within the 
boundaries of a state fire protec­ 
tion district, things begin to re­ 
spond.
